rwo Lord-Chief Juſtices. Yet for a further and more full 
ſatiſfa&ion of all wen, aſwell ignorant detraftours, as 


vertuors Favourers of this Defigne,ſomer emonſtrance 
may not ſeem impertinent, but rather neceſiary to be print- 
ed, and publiſhed for the better underſtanding of what 
hath been undertaken. 

Therefore for asmuch as we conceive, that it is not 
generally nor cleerly underſtood,what the nature of an 
Acalemy is: nor wherefore the inſtitution of ſuch 4 
Colledge is here neceſſary, as well as in other great 
tran (marine Cities : we have thought it requiſite, 
for the bringing of vertue into a10n, and the Theo« 
rie of liberall Arts into more frequent praftiſe toſhow 
that ſuch an inſlitstion is fit to be eſtabi/hed here 
according to the laudable cuftome of other Nations : 
wbo even in the middle of t1eir Univerſities bave 
their Academics, as Rome, Bononia, Padua, Paris, 
Wittenberge,andother þ/aces : wherein our Aymes 
are eiretted tothis eud, that England may be as well 
Furniſhed for the vertuous education, and diſcipline 

of her own Natives, as any other Nation of Europe, 
| It is ſufficiently knows, thatthe ſubiets of his 
Maieſties duminions, hacge naturally as noble min aces, 
4nd as able vodingas any Nation of the earth: and

Tt is ſufficien'ly manifeſt, that in this fertile age 
of inventions, there are few propofptians ſet ox foot, 
which arz not branded at firs with the now ſuſpected 
names of proiefts for money; which aſperfion is not 
altogether without cauſe layd upon theſe tymes, fince 
amongſt ſo many defignes, which bave been protetiea, 
aud put in ation ſo few have had any reſultance to- 
wards the publick good: but for as mich as hath been 
done either in b:ginni 1g, or advancing of this Aca- 
demy, ( God who is the ſearcher and knower of all 
hearts) will thus farre iuſtifie our defgn?, that as 
#0 moneys hav: been giv2n, and received, but have 
been imployed according to the intentions ofthe noble 
minded givers: ſo it will appeare by theſe Conſtitn- 
tions, ad the ſolemne, and ſacredoath that hath bees 
taken for theinyiolable conſerruation of them: that 
noe by-private ends are jought for: but onely the ho- 
_ wour, and publick good of our nation, and kinodomes 
to which end, this inſtitution is erefted, and not to 


the preiudice of any other place, colledee,or foundation

Nevertheleſe, becauſe ſome perſonages and thoſe

and themoſt honourable, and famous ſocieties of the 
Innes of Court , made ſome doubts, and obiettions, 
that the insStitution of an Academy here in London, 
would be a preiudice tothe ſaid places, by the diverſe 
01 of diverſe young Noblemen,and Gentlemen: which 
now or hereafter would reſort thither for their educa» 
tion: we are enforced thus farretoiuſtifie our ſelves, 
and the inſtitution, that as we owe duereſpetts, and 
honour to all the aforeſaid places, where moſt of us 
have been happy in our educations: ſo wenever had 
any intentionto detratt any thing from them, nor yet 
that oultrecuidance as to think that any foundation,or 
inſtitution could be erefted , either ſo great, or abſo= 
Lutely per fett ( much leſſe this ſmall, and bumble one 
of ours) as might any way eclipſe them,or derogate 
from them, fince we (ball hold it for a fingular ho- 
nour, if this Academy may be eſteemed, as a productt- 
03 of their glorious beames. 

Now whereas the'principall ſtudies for hononr , 
- and gaine, Diminity; Phyſick, and Law,remain nnto 
the Univerſities, and Innes of Court ( there being
